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Report of Allenstown Schools. 


‘The school year opened with the same teachers in 
charge, who were with us at the close of last year, but 
at the end of the spring term all left, either for places 
offering better salaries or for more congenial employ- 
ment; so we were obliged to begin the fall term, with an 
entirely new teaching force. 

‘The new teachers were all much experienced and 
have labored most faithfully for the good of the school. 

‘The report of the winter term is unfinished, as the 
schools are still in session. There will be thirty-six 
weeks in the school year as usual. 

Scarlet fever has been epidemic and the Board of 
Health advised the village schools closed the past few 
weeks. 

It is the earnest wish of the School Board that the 
town authorize them to unite, if possible, with some 
other towns and secure the services of a superintendent. 
We think the expense to the town would be about one 
hundred twenty-five dollars, and owing to a change in 
the law, the school money will be increased sufficiently 
to pay this salary. 

We would propose the salaries of the School Board 
be one-half the present sum, and think by the services 
of an able superintendent, the schools can be better 
graded and otherwise improved. 

Surely, a man who gives all his time to school work, 
and is constantly studying to better existing conditions 
can be more efficient than a person who is busy with the 
ordinary vocations of life and gives an occasional half 
day, looking in upon our schools. 

We feel that the town need not raise one dollar more 
school money than required by law and as this will not 
increase taxes, we ask -your influence in the direction of 
a superintendent at our next school meeting.
